"  When  William  the  Conqueror  made  hia  invasion  of  England  in 

1066  and  fought  the  "battle  of  Hastings  he  erected,  on  thi3 

l 
battle-field,  a  Monastery  as  a  Memorial  of  hl3  victory  and  as 

Chantry  for  hia  Companions,  which  was  called  "  Battle  Abbey"  and 

in  thij  Monastery  was  preserved  for  Centuries  a  Roll  of  3everal 

hundred  names  of  his  principle  followers. 


Le  Sire  Talebot  is  among  the  names  inscribed  on  the  Roll 
of  "Battle  Abbey*  and  so  he  i3  claimed  to  have  been  among  the 
Norman  Knights  who  accompanied  William  the  Conqueror  in  his 
invasion  of  England. 

Some  writers  trace  the  Talebot  family  back,  to  a  junior 
line  of  the  Comtess  D*Eu  in  Normandy,  as  the  Coat  of  Arm3  of  this 
noble  hou3e  was  similar  to  that  borne  originally  by  the  early 
Talbots  in  England,    The  name  Talebot  i3  first  found  on  record 
in  connection  with  Eu  and  vicinity  in  Normandy. 

In  1033,  Hugh  Talebot  and  Gilbert,  Comte  D'Eu  appear  on  a 
Charter  to  Trinite  DE  Mont;  Ruen  Normandy;   and  a  generation 
later  William  Talebo  t's  name  appears  in  the  foundation  Charter 
in  1057  by  Robert  Comte  D'Eu,  of  the  Abbey  of  Trefort  near  Eu 
Normandy.   It  is  possible   William  Talebot  is  the  Le  Sire 
Talebot"  on  the  Roll  of  "Battle  Abbey",   Le  Sire  Talebot  is 
claimed  to  have  been  the  father  of  two  sons,  1st  Richard,  born

in  Normandy  about  1050,  was  ancestor  of  the  celebrated 
historic  Talbot  family  in  England  and  America. 
The  2nd  3on  ^a3  Goeffrey,  who  held  under-tenant  lands  in 
county  Essex  (  Fee  Doomsday  survey  1085). 
In  1085  Richard  Talebot  held  a  Kanor  in  Battlesden,  Bed- 
fordshire as  under-tenant  to  alter  Cifford,  feudal  Earl 
of  Buckingham,  the  Estate  comprised  fifteen  hundred  acres 
(See  Doomsday  survey  10  5). 

Richard  Talebot  married  about  1080,  a  daughter  of  Hugh  de 
Gournay  and  Basilia,  daughter  of  Gerard  Elaitel.   Richard 
Talebot* 3  wife  was  a  3ister  of  Gerard  de  Gournay,  Feudal 
Baron  of  Yarmouth. 

Richard  Talebot,  son  of  Le.  Sire  Talebot,  had  by -De 

Gournay,  his  wife,  two  children,  1st  Goeffrey,  born  about 
1080,  was  progenitor  of  the  Talebot' s  of  Bashall  in  York- 
shire, 2nd  Hugh  de  Talebot,  born  about  1085;  in  1118  he  was 
in  rebellion  raised  by  his  cousin  Hugh  de  Gournay  against 
King  Henry  I;   He  was  ancestor  of  the  Talbot  s  Earls  of 
Shrewsbury.  He  is  said  to  be  a  younger  son  of  Le  Sire  Tale* 
bot  who  came  to  England  from  Normandy  in  1066  with  William 
the  Conqueror,  was  commander  of  the  Castle  of  Ple^sey  in 
1118  by  his  cousin  Hugh  de  Gournay,  who  was  in  rebellion 
again3t  King  Henry  I.   Late  in  life,  Hugh  T-lebot  assumed 
the  habit  of  a  monk  and  retired  into  the  Monastary  of  Beau- 
bee  in  Normandy  where  he  died.  Hugh  Talebot  married  Beatrix 
daughter  of  William  de  iCandeville  and  he  is  said  to  have 
had  three  sons  by  this  union,  1st  Richard  Talbot,  born  about 
1120,  is  claimed  to  be  the  Richard  Talbot  who  about  1155 
obtained  from  King  Henry bll  a  grant  Capite  of  the  Lord- 
ship of  Eccleswall  in  Linton  County  Hereford,  this   rant  waj 


confirmed  in  1189  by  King  Richard  I. 

From  this  Richard  the  descent  of  the  Talbot  family  can  be 
traced  with  certainty  a3  the  Estates  in  Linton  formed  the 
main  seat  of  thi3  noble  family  fvv   generations,   Richard 
Talbot  married  a  daughter  of  Stephen  Bulmer  of  Applet ree- 
wick  Yorkshire,  and  wa3  succeeded  by  his  eldest  3on  Gil- 
bert Talbot,  who  wafe  born  about  1150,  who  wa3  present  at 
the  Coronation  of  King  Richard  I,  in  1189,  by  whom  he  was 
granted  additional  lands  in  Linton  for  military  3ervice3  as 
commander  of  Ludlow  Castle.   TIe  was  living  as  late  a  s  1199 
and  was  3ucceeded  by  his  son  Richard  Talbot,   born  about 
1180,  married  Alivia  (  Bassett)  Montague,  daughter  of  Allan 
Bassett,  Baron  of  Wycombe,  and  a  widow  Lreux  de  Lorangue, 
both  living  in  1231 •   They  had  a  3on  Richard  Talbot  who 
became  Bishop  of  London  1262,  and  an  eldest  son  Gilbert  Tal- 
bot, born  about  1215,  who  succeeded  to  the  family  estates 
and  was  later  made  Governor  of  the  Castles  of  Grismond,  Skas 
forth  and  Blancminster  by  King  Henry  £££  III.   He  married 
Gwendoline  daughter  of  Rhys  ap  Griffith,  King  of  South  $aim 
lZale3,  and  thereupon  relinquished  hi3  Ancestral  Arms  and 

assumed  for  Armorial,  ensigns  of  the  Prince  of  South  Wales 
which  hi3  descendants  have  ever  since  borne.  He  died  in 
1274  an^]  was  succeeded  by  his  3on  Richard  Talbot,  born 
about  1245,  Sheriff  of  Gloucester  and  died  1306,  married 
Sarah  de  Beauchamp,  daughter  of  William  de  Beauchamp,  Earl  <ff 
of  Warwick.   Their  eldest  3on  Sir  Gilbert  Talbot,  Knt, 
first  Baron  Talbot,  born  about  1275,  inherited  fajnily  es- 
tates, 3erved  in  Expedition  to  Scotland  1298,  appointed 

G  overnor  of  Gloucester  Castle  1323,  summoned  to  Parlia- 


ment  a,3  Baron  1331-1343.   He  married  Ann  Bolteler,  dau- 
ghter of  William  Bolteler  of  Werame,  and  died  in  1346. 
He  had  a  son  and  heir,  Sir  Pichard  Talbot,  Knt ,  Second 
Baron,  born  1302,  summoned  to  Parliament  1331-1335,  clai- 
med certain  Scottish  Estates  in  right  of  his  wife  and  ad- 
hearing  to  Edward  Baliol  invaded  that  Kingdom  and  defeated 
the  Scots  at  Gleddesmore,  two  years  later  made  a  prisoner 
and  had  to  pay  2000  marks  for  redemption,  1336  made  Gover- 
nor of  Beivicl  Castle,  1346  succeeded  to  father1 3  E3tates, 
1355  served  in  expedition  to  France  and  died  Oct,  23rd  135§ 
married  Elizabeth  Comyn,  daughter  and  co-heir  of  John  Comyn 
Lord  of  Goodrich  Castle.    Their  eldest  surviving  son  and 
heir  Gilbert  Talbot,  Third  Baron,  born  1332,  succeeded  to  fe 
family  Estates  1356,  summoned  to  Parliament  1362-1386,  send 
ved  in  wars  in  France  under  Black  Prince  and  died  24th  April 
1387,   1st  wife  Petronella  Boliter,  daughter  of  James  Boli- 
ter,  Earl  of  Ormond--married  1st  wife  1360,   2nd  wife  was 
Eleanor  de  Bohun,  daughter  of  Humphrey  de  Bohun,  Earl  of 
Hereford,  and  his  wife  Lady  Elizabeth  Plantagenet,  the  dau- 
ghter of  King  Edward  I. 

Sir  Richard  Talbot,  3on  by  Eleanor  de  Bohun,  was  born  about 
1361,  was  3ummoned  to  Parliament  1384-1393,  inherited  fami- 
ly Estates  on  death  of  father  ;387,  died  Sept.  7th,  1396, 
married  ab©mt  1382  Ankaret  Le  Strange,  daughter  of  and  herS- 
ejs  of  John  Le  Strange  of  Blackmere.    Thay  had  five  sons 

and  four  daughtet3  of  whom  the  eldest  3on  Gilbert  Talbot 
born  1383,  succeeded  to  the  family  Estates  1396,  was  sum- 
moned to  Parliament  a3  Fifth  Baron  1404-1417,  died  19th 
Oct,  1419  leaving  a  sole  child  and  heiress  Ankaret  Talbot 


who  died  1421  at  the  age  of  four  years.     The  second  son 
Sir  John  Talbot  K.G.  Fir3t  Earl  of  Shrewsbury,  born  1590, 
married  Llaud,  eldest  daughter  and  co-heir  of  Thomas  Nevil, 
Lord  Furnival,  was  summoned  to  Parliament  in  1409,  a3 
Johannes  Talbot  de  Furnival.   He  was  appointed  in  1412, 
Lord  Justice  of  Ireland  and  in  two  years  afterwards  Lord 
Lieutenant  of  the  3ame  Kingdom.    He  governed  there  for 
seven  years.    This  Lord  Talbot  who  Shakespeare  terms  "The 
great  Achille3  of  the  Field"  was  one  of  the  most  renowned 
Captains  of  the  warlike  age  in  which  he  lived. 
His  earliest  feat  of  Arms  was  under  Henry  V,  in  France  at 
the  3eige  and  capture  of  1 eux.    He  was  with  the  King  when 
he  died,  in  1442,  and  he  seems  to  have  inherited  the  heroic 
spirit  of  his  Royal  Master.    Hr  gloriously  sustained  the 
cause  of  Henry  VI  throughout  his  French  realm  in  battle 
after  battle,  until  the  very  name  of  Talbot  became  a  terror 
to  Frenchmen.    He  was  for  a  moment,  checked  in  his  career 
by  the  "Maid  of  Orleans"  at  Patay  in  1429,  when  his  army 
being  routed,  he  was  taken  prisoner.    He  was  exchanged  for 
Ambrose  De  Lore,  a  celebrated  French  Partisan.   He  was 
soon  in  activity  again,  the  master  mind  and  master  director 
of  the  fierce  contest  in  France.    In  reward,  he  wa3  crea- 
ted 20th  of  hay   1442,  Earl  of  Shrewsbury.   He  was  subse- 
quently re-constituted  Lord  Lieutenant  of  Ireland,  and  ele- 
vated to  the  Peerage  of  the  Kingdom,  12th  of  July  1446,  as 
Earl  of  Waterford,  having  been  appointed  at  the  3ame  time 
Lord  High  Steward  of  Ireland.    After  thi3  he  went  once 
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more  to  fight  France.    He  commanded  a  fleet,  landed  and 
took  Acquitania,  marched  to  the  South  and  made  Bordeaux 
surrender  and  the  surrounding  town 3  send  in  instant  submis- 
sion, met  the  beseiging  French  Army,  commanded  by  their 
greatest  leader  Dunoise,  Bastard  of  Orleans.    In  the  battle 
which  ensued  20th  July  i&AS  1453,  Talbot  in  the  siixty-third 
year  of  his  age,  received  a  wound  in  the  thigh,  which  prove! 
immediately  mortal.   His  second  wife  was  kargaret  Beauchanp 
elde3t  daughter  and  co-heir  of  Richard  Earl  of  Warwick" •

Carried  Catha- 
rine daughter  and  co-heir  of  Sir  Edward  Burnell —  2nd  wife 
Elizabeth  daughter  of  James  Botiler  Earl  of  Crmond  and  1/7ilir 
shire,  died  Sept*  1473. 


(3rd).  John  Earl  of  Salop,  son  of  John  and  Elizabeth  Boti- 
ler.  Married  1st,  Catharine  Stafford,  daughter  of  Humph- 
ry Duke  of  Buckingham,   died  1485.   2nd  wife  was  Elizabeth 
Greystock,  married  Sept.  19th,  1517. 


(4th)   George  Earl  of  Salop  1468-1541  K.G.  Married 
1st  Elizabeth,  daughter  of  William  Lord  Hastings.   2nd 
wife  Elizabeth,  daughter  of  Richard  Walden.   He  carried 
the  first  sword  (  Curtana)  at  the  coronation  of  Henry  iix 
VII,  and  was  installed  a  Knight  of  the  Garter  in  1488  for 
his  valiant  conduct  at  the  battle  of  Stoke  16th  June  1487. 
By  his  first  wife  he  had  six  sons  and  five  daughters. 
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(5th)  Frances  Earl  of  Salop  1500-1560.     L3t  wife  Kargaret 
daughter  of  Thomas  Caere,      2nd  wife  Grace,   widow  of  Rob- 
ert Sharley.     Frances  5th  Earl  was  member  of     Privy  Council 
to  Queen  Elizabeth 


(6th)     George  Earl  of  Salop,    died  1590.    1st  wife  Ger- 
trude Manners,    daughter  of  Thomas  Earl  of  Rutland.      2nd 
wife  was  Elizabeth  Hardwick  (   who  was  a  widow  three  times). 


(7th)  Gilbert  Earl  of  Salop,    died  1616.   Carried  Lary, 
daughter  of  Sir  William  Cavendish  by  Elizabeth  Hardwick. 


(8th)  Edward  Earl  of  Salop,   waa  brother  to  Gilbert,    died 
1618. 


(9th)  George  Earl  of  Salop,  was  distant   cousin  of  8th  Earl, 
died  1630. 


(10th)     John  Earl  of  Salop,   was  nephe1  •  of  9th  Earl,    and  son 

of  John  Talbot   of  Longford,   by  wife  Eleanor  daughter  of  Sir 

Thomas  Baskerville.      1st  wife  was  Lary,    daughter  of  Sir

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SKETCH  01?  JOHN  TALBOT,  1ST  EARL  OF  SHREWSBURY 


John  'Talbot,  1st  Earl  of  Shrewsbury  is  buried  in  St 
Alkmunds  Church,  Whitchurch,  England,    He  and  his  son 
Lord  Liale  were  slain  while  charging  the  enemy  near  Cas- 
tillion  Prance  1453. 

John  Talbot  was  struck  with  a  battle  axe  across  the 
back  of  his  head  and  fell  while  leading  his  men  in  battle. 
Before  dying  he  begged  his  comrades  to  carry  his  body  back 
to  Whitchurch  and  bury  it  beneath  the  stone  porch  of  St 
Alkmunds  so  their  descendants  would  walk  over  it  aj  theyxsK 
were  trampling  over  it  then.    His  comrades,  who  were  men 
from  Whitchurch,  were  unable  to  carry  out  hi3  request  then, 
did  carry  his  heart  back  and  buried  it  in  a  silver  casket 
beneath  the  stone  porch  of  the  cuhurch.   Years  after  this, 
hi 3  bones  were  recovered  in  Rome  Italy,  where  they  had  beei 
carried,  and  were  brought  back  t©  England  and  rests  in  a 
stone  Sarcophagus  beneath  a  recumbent  figure  of  the  Earl 
in  St  Alkmunds  Church,  Whitchurch,   His  body  was  recogni- 
zed by  a  deformed  finger  and  when  it  reached  England  a  pic- 
ture was  taken  of  the  skeleton  and  is  preserved  in  the  ves- 
try room  of  the  church. 

The  earliest  trace  of  an  ecclesiastical  building  here 
goes  back  to  Norman  times.    The  medieval  church  contained 
ten  graceful  Lancet  windows  in  addition  to  a  fine  East  wii> 
dow.    These  chancel  lights  were  filled  with  stained  glas3 
emblazoned  with  the  Arms  of  Beauchamp,  Warren,  Surry,  Arun- 


t{2t?X3EXXX 
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In  1711  the  whole  church  settled  down,.   There  wa3  a 
Chapel  in  this  church,  and  many  monuments  of  the  family 
therein,  and  in  the  Chancel,  all  of  which  perished,  save 
an  Alabaster  effigy  of  Sir  John,  the  founder  of  the  Gram- 
mar school,  and  that  of  the  great  John  Talbot,  at  the 
fall  of  "he  church.   Opposite  the  choir  and  near  the  al- 
tar is  the  stone  Sarcophagus  which  contains  the  bones  of 
John  Talbpt.   Beneath  a  recumbent  figure  of  the  Sari,  his 
hands  folded  across  his  breast  and  hisbody   in  repose.   On 
his  head  is  a  hooded  helmet,   his  sword  hangs  at  hi3  side 
in  Scabbard  and  at  each  base  of  the  Norman  Arch  over  the 
tomb  there  is  a  dog  crouching  at  ease.   The  Talbot  Qrest 
bear3  a  dog.    The  tablet  beneath  the  tomb  bear3  this  in- 
scription, ■   This  tomb  was  reatoed  in  the  year  of  our 
Lord  1874,  by  Adelaide  Countess  of  Brownlow,  daughter  of 
the  Eighteenth  Earl  of  Shrewsbury".

Thomas  and  Elizabeth— His  2nd  wife  was  Anne  Phillipson  and 
by  her  he  had  issue:  Mafic&um  Matthew-  Thomas-,  Frederick,- 
Catherine  (  Ma«ri«d  Ralph  Eure).

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Joh,^  10th  Earl  of  Shrewsbury,  had  issue  by  his  3econd  wife 
Lady  Frances  Arundel:  1st  John,  ^no  died  young--  2nd  Bruno 
who  went  to  Ireald--3rd  Thomas,  who  remained  in  England  and 
married,   Thomas  was  the  father  of  Matthew  Talbpt,  who 
came  to  America  in  1722,  (  some  family  records  give  the  date 
as  1699),  settling  first  in  Maryland  and  later  in  Amelia  Sa& 
County,  Virginia,  and  from  this  Matthew  Talbot  the  American 
Talbot's  descended.

Matthew  Talbot,  the  grandson  of  the  10th  Earl  of  Shrews- 


bury,  waa  born  at  Castle  Talbot,  England,  in  1660  and  in 
1722  he  and  his  cousin  Edward  Talbot  came  to  Maryland  on  a 
visit  to  thier  kinsman  Sir  William  Talbot  who  waa  1st  Sec- 
retary of  the  State  of  Maryland.   Matthew  Talbot  remained 
in  this  country  and  settled  first  in  Amelia,  afterwards  Bed- 
ford County,  Virginia.   Bedford  County,  Va.,  was  taken  fran 
Lunenberg  County  in  November  1753.   Matthew  Talbot  and  Cha? 
Charles  were  appointed  by  the  Council  to  define  the  boundary 
line  between  the  two  counties,  May,  1754,    The  first  Court 
held  in  said  county  waa  held  at  the  house  of  Matthew  Talbot. 
October  1754  Matthew  and  Charled  Talbot  nominated  in  fia 
the  Commission  of  Peace  for  this  county,  took  the  oaths  to 
his  Majesty's  person  and  government  and  subscribed  the  Adju- 
ration oath  and  repeated  and  subscribed  the  Test,  Septem- 
ber 1755  John  and  James  Talbot  took  the  oaths  to  his  Majes- 
ty's person  cti.   As  under  Sheriff's  Col.  Matthew  Talbot 
sworn  in  as  County  Sheriff  1757. 

October  1755  Matthew  Talbot  made  Colonel  of  the  County,  and 
James  Talbot  Lieutenant  of  the  Militia  in  Bedford  County,  to

Matthew  Talbot  was  vestryman  from  Russell  Pari3h, 
Bedford  County,  Virginia,  1755.   March  1757  Charles 
Talbot  aworn  in  as  Captain- -Matthew  Talbot  2nd,  sworn  in 
as  a  Captain  April,  17 61. 

Isham  Talbot  procured  a  Commission  from  the  President  of 
College  at  Williamsburg  to  be  assistant  Surveyor  of  Bed- 
ford County,  whereupon  he  took  the  oaths  to  hi3  Majesty's 
person  cti,  cti, 

In  1767  Isham  Talbot  was  Deputy  Clerk  of  Bedford  County. 
1772  John  Talbot  is  appointed  to  bring  up  from  Williams- 
burg all  the  necessary  Acts  of  the  Assembly.   1773  Charles, 
Is&am,  and  John  belong  to  the  Commission  of  the  Peace — 
Charles  belonged  until  1779,  when  he  died. 

March  24th,  1777  John  Talbot  administered  to  the  Estate  of 
his  brother  James,  deceased.    Isham  Talbot  2nd  heir  at 
law  of  James  Talbot  relinquished  administration  on  the 
Estate  to  John  Talbot,  so  did  Elizabeth  (  Smith)  Talbot, 
relict  of  said  James  Talbot. 

At  a  Court  held  in  Bedford  County,  Virginia.,  at  the  house 
of  Matthew,  1st,  on  Monday  the  27th  of  May  in  the  twenty- 
seventh  year  of  the  reign  of  our  Sovereign  Lord,  King  Geor- 
ge the  Second,  A.D.  1754,  his  Majesty's  commission  of  the 
Peace  for  this  county,  under  the  seal  of  this  colony  and 
Dominion  of  Virginia,  bearing  date  the  12th  day  of  May, 
directed  to  John  Paine--  Matthew  Talbot--  John  Phelps— 
John  Anthony--  William  Callaway—  John  Smith,  Jr.,—  Rich- 
ard Callaway--  and  others,  was  openly  read,  as  was  in  like

I«ha«  Talbot,  son  ©f  Isham  and  Elizabeth  (  Davis)  Tal- 
bot, moved  to  Kentucky   from  Virginia  in  1783  or  91.    I3h 
Isham  Talbot  wa3  born  in  the  County  of  Bedford,  and  Stats 
of  Virginia,  in  the  year  1773.   While  quite  a  youth,  his 
father  emigrated  with  his  family  to  Kentucky,  and  3ettl«d 
near  Harrodsburg,  in  Mercer  County.   The  means  of  ac- 
quiring an  education,  at  that  early  date  were  necessarify 
limited,  and  each  indevidual  in  the  pursuit  of  knowledge 
had  to  rely,  in  a  great  degree  on  the  resources  of  hi3 
own  intellect  and  will. 

Young  Talbot  was  sent  to  the  best  schools  of  Harrods- 
burg  but  he  acquired,  without  the  aid  of  teachers  a  res- 
pectable knowledge  of  Ancient  and  some  of  the  Modern  lan- 
guages. 

On  arriving  at  manhood  he  studied  law  with  Colonel  Geor- 
ge Nicholas,  and  commenced  the  practice  of  his  profession 
in  the  town  of  Versailles,  in  Woodford  County,  Kentucky. 
He  3©on  after  moved  to  Frankfort  and  entered  the  lists  ^ 
when  Clay,  Davies,  Bibbac,  Bledsoe  and  Rowan  adorned  the 
Bar,  and  public  opinion  of  that  day  and  this,  haj  regar- 
ded Mr.  Talbot  as  one  of  the  brightest  in  that  galaxy  of 
illustrious  names. 

In  1812,  he  was  elected  to  the  Senate  of  Kentucky  from 
the  County  of  Franklin,  which  office  he  continued  to  hold 
until  hi  3  election  in  1815  to  the  Senate  of  the  United 
States  to  fill  the  vacancy  occasioned  by  the  resigna- 
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tien  of  Jesse  Bledsoe.   In  1820  he  was  re-elected  t© 
the  Senate  and  served  in  that  body  till  4th  March  1825, 

KrxTalbot' s     career  in  the  Senate  is  a  part  of 
the  history  of  our  common  country,  and  the  reports  of 
the  debates  of  that  body  bear  ample  proofs  of  his  eloquen 
ce  and  patriotism.    He  died  at  Llelrose,  his  residence 
near  Frankfort,  on  the  21st  of  September  1837.

(  Governor  of  Georgia  1819-1819) 

"Matthew  Talbot,  3©n  of  John  and  Phoebe  (  Moseley)  Tal- 
bot, wa3  born  in  Halifax  County,  Virginia  in  17  67  and 
died  in  ^  dike  3  County,  Georgia  Sept,  17th,  1827,   He 
married  Elizabeth  Mounger,  of  Greene  County,  Georgia. 

Matthew  Talbot  became  a  leading  public  man  in  early 
life.   He  waa  elected  to  the  Senate  of  the  State  of 
Georgia  1799—1801—1802—1808-22.   Was  President  of 
that  body  from  1311  to  1822.    He  waa  exceedingly  gen- 
ial in  hia  manner,  a  gentleman  of  the  olf  school,  and 
hile  a  warm  supporter  of  Gov.  Clark,  was  not  obnoxious 
to  the  Crawford  party,  Mr.  Crawford  and  himself  lived  in 
tha  same  county,  both  came  from  the  same  section  of  Vir- 
ginia. 

While  Mr.  Talbot  was  president  of  the  Senate,  Gov. 
Rabun  died  and  30  he  was  for  some  months  Governor.   He 
wa3  the  Clark  candidate  against  Troup,  and  hi3  friends 
confidently  expected  his  election.   It  was  before  the 
Legislature  and  when  the  joint  ballot  wa3  taken  Troup 
had  85  votes  and  Talbot  81.    Troup  was  elected  by  four 
votes.    He  died  only  a  few  years  after  this.   Gov.  Tal- 
bot was  Governor  of  the  State  in  1819-1819. 

Governor  Talbot  wa3  a  representative  of  a  cla^j  of 
public  men  who  gave  great  dignity  to  our  early  assemblies 
They  were  partizans,  but  not  politicians.    They  were 
Democrats  in  creed,  but  no  aristocrat  in  English  Parlia-

John  Talbot,  3on  of  Matthew  and  Kary  (  Willi3ton) 
Talbot,  wa3  born  in  Amelia  County,  Virginia  in  1734. 
He  lost  his  mother  when  he  wa3  a  little  over  a  year 
old,  was  reared  by  his   father1 a  second  wife  J^nes  (  Clay 
ton)  Talbot.   When  he  was  five  years  old,  his  father 
moved  from  Bedford  County,  Virginia.   His  father  died 
when  John  was  twenty 0 three  years  old  and  made  him  his 
executor.   He  served  for  twenty-five  year3  in  the  House 
of  Burgesses  in  Trirginia.   He  was  a  k  ember  of  the  famous 
House  of  1774.    He  was  one  of  the  thirteen  men  who  left 
Lord  Dunmore's  Council,  went  to  the  old  w  Raleigh  Tavern" 
in  Williamsburg  and  signed,  on  the  4th  day  of  June  1774, 
the  first  Declaration  of  Independence.   There  is  a  monu- 
ment erected  to  them  in  Williamsburg. 
During  the  Revolution  his  name  was  associated  with  the 
famous  Charles  Lynch.   He  wa3  Captain  of  the  Militia,  was 
High  Sheriff.   Executor  of  his  father's  will,  his  broth- 
er's Charles  and  James,  and  agent  of  his  brother  I  sham, 
was  guardian  of  his  ni*ce3  and  nephews  also. 

In  1783  he  moved  with  his  family  to  Wilkes  County, 
Georgia.  His  first  wife  wa3  Sarah  Anthony,  she  lived 
but  a  3hort  time,  leaving  no  children.  In  1759  he  married 

Phoebe  Moseley,  the  daughters  of  Colonel  William  Koseley 
and  hi  3  wife  Phoebe  (  Hancock)  Loseley.   By  baptism  he 
was  an  Episcopalian  but  as  there  was  no  church  of  this 
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denomination  in  Wilkes,  he  affilliated  with  the  Presby- 
terians, and  in  1788  gave  the  lot  for  Smyrna  Church  in 
that  County.   John  Talbot  was  the  first  to  be  buried 
at  Smyrna,  August  15th,  1794  or  95.   It  was  here  that 
John  Springer  was  called  to  preach  the  funeral  of  John 
Talbot,  father  of  Governor  Matthew  Talbot.   It  \ms 
August  and  the  weather  wa3  intenselt  hot;  the  occasion 
was  one  of  great  solemnity  and  importance.   The  good  man 
no  doubt  measured  the  length  of  his  sermon  and  the  fer- 
vor of  his  remraks  accordingly.   At  any  rate  he  became 
prostrated  from  long  continued  speaking  and  was  borne 
away  in  a  fainting  condition  before  the  services  were 
concluded,  and  died  a  short  time  afterwards. 

None  but  the  Talbot  family  and  connections  are  buried 
within  the  rock  wall  inclosure.    Within  the  inclosure 
lie  the  remains  of  Colonel  David  Creswell,  a  brave  sol- 
dier  under  General  Nathaniel  Greene.   David  Creswell 
married  Phoebe  Talbot,  daughter  of  John  Talbot.    In 
thi 3  same  inclosure  lieth  the  remains  of  Kaj or  William 
Triplett,  a  brave  soldier  of  the  Revolution,  he  married 
Mary  Williston  Talbot,  daughter  of  John  Talbot.    Colonel 
William  Jones  of  Hanover  County,  Trirginia,  i3  buried  in 
the  incl©3urejc  also,   he  married  Elizabeth  Conway  Talbot, 
daughter  of  Thomas  Arundel  Talbot,  and  grand-daughter  of 
John  Talbot.

Matthew  Henry  Talbot,  who  was  Colonel  of  "Talbot"  Scouta, 

.in  War  Between  the  States,   kadame  Octavia  V/alton  LeVert, 

luva   Elizabeth  Talbot  Belt.  Mr  a  Lucian  Lainar  Knight,  and 

Mrs  Florence  Talbot  Barnhill. 


"The  Will  of  John  Talbot  is  found  in  the  old  record 
book  of  Wills  just  before  that  of  John  Springer.   Mr 
Talbot  was  the  most  important,  intelligent,  rich  and 
liberal  member  of  Smyrna  Church,  which  wa3  thus  severely 
tried  in  1798  to  lose  its  able  and  accomplished  pastor 
and  its  chief  Elder.    I  have  alreadu  written  3©mething 
about  John  Talbot,  but  I  have  learned  some  further  facts 
since,  which  I  will  relate  before  proceeding  to  tell  how 
the  Church  at  Smyrna  was  moved  to  Washington.   A  great 
deal  of  the  interest  of  Chronicles  like  these  come  from 
biographical  details.   Mr  Talbot  is  spoken  of  as  a 
"  Venerable  Manw ,  when  he  died.   His  son  Thomas  Talbot 
died  in  1853,  aged  86,  so  that  the  latter  was  31  years 
old  when  his  father  died,  17  years  old  when  the  old  genti 
leman  came  to  Georgia  in  1784.   It  is  a  matter  of  curious 
interest  only,  that  Mr.  Talbot  was  a  descendant  of  the 
Talbot's  who  were  Earls  of  Shrewsbury. 

John  Talbot  must  have  been  one  of  the  richest  men  in 
his  day  in  this  county.   His  Will  disposes  of  a  large 
body  of  land  and  about  a  hundred  negroes.    In  Mr.  Tal- 
bot's Will  he  leaves  his  wife  about  forty  negroes  and 

half  his  plantation,  "besides  a  good  deal  of  other  perso- 
nal estate.   As  his  daughters  were  already  keeping  house, 
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I  suppose  that  they  did  not  need  that  usual  legacy  to  the 
girl3  of  that  day,  "  a  feather  bed  and  its  furniture'* ,  a) 
3©  we  find  that  John  Talbot  left  his  wife  "  eight  feather 
bedj  and  their  furniture".   Besides  thia,  John  Talbot 
left  his  wife,  hi 3  three  stills  and  their  furiture,  and 
alio  100  gallons  of  whiskey.   Mr.  Talbot  willed  hi3  libx 
brary  to  hi 3  two  son3  Llatthew  and  Thomas,  to  be  divided 
between  them",

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SKETCH  OF  WILLlAk  HENRY  TALBOT  WALKER,  C.S.A. 


"General  William  Henry  Talbot  Walker  was  born  in  the 
City  of  Augusta,  Ga. ,  an  the  20th  of  November  1816,  and 
wa3  the  3on  of  Hen.  Freeman  and  Lary(CCre3well)  Walker, 
Hon  Freeman  Walk«r  was  a  lawyer  of  eminence  in  this  3tate 
while  in  practice,  and  on  Dec,  12th  1819  was  elected  to 
the  United  States  Senate,  to  3ucceed  John  Forsyth  ,  x*s^ 
vlxsL   He  rejigned  his  seat  in  the  Senate  Aug,  8th,  1321. 
William  Henry  Walker  was  educated  in  his  native  City,  ad 
and  his  preparation  for  a  higher  Collegiate  course  was 
given  him  at  what  is  known  as  "The  Richmond  Academy". 
At  the  age  of  sixteen  young  Walker  was  appointed  a 
Cadet  at  the  West  Point  Military  Academy,  and  entered 
that  Institution  July  1st,  1832.    Cadet  Walker  gradua- 
ted July  1st,  1837,  and  was  appointed  Brevet  Second  Liet* 
tenant,  Sixth  U.S.  Infantry,   The  Government  being  at 
that  time  engaged  in  hostilities  with  the  Seminole  In- 
dians in  Florida.   Lieutenant  Walker  was  assigned  to 
immediate  service  with  his  Regiment  in  that  State,  and 
on  the  31st  of  July,  was  promoted  to  a  full  Second  Lieu- 
tenancy.  The  Regiment  was  then  in  command  of  Brevet 
Brigadier  General  Zachary  Taylor  (  Subsequently  Presi- 
dent of  the  United  States). 

Lieutenant  Walker  spent  his  first  Christmas  in  the 
Army  (  Jan.  25th,  1837)  in  deadly  conflict  with  the 
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Seminole  Indian3  at  the  "  Battle  of  OkecHobee" . 
Young  Walker  wa3  fiive  timeanwounded  before  he  waj 
taken  from  the  bloody  field,  so  forgetful  was  he  of 
3elf,  and  30  intent  upon  doing  hi  3  wholo  duty,  and  en- 
couraging, by  hi3  own  conduct  and  words,  the  ;ame  fideli- 
ty on   the  part  of  his  comrade3.   An  Officer  th.ua  descri- 
be3  hi3  wound3:  "  Lieutenant  Walker  waj  3hot  through  the 
HR&fc  neck,  and  in  the  shoulder;  one  of  hi3  ann3  waa  bro- 
ken, and  he  wa3  mounded  in  one  of  hi3  leg3,  yet  he  con- 
tinued to  lead  hi  3  men  onward,  and  to  cheer  them  in  the 
fight.   A3  he  advanced  he  found  hinaelf  near  Lieutenant 
Colonel  Thomp3on  of  the  Sixth  Infantry  (  then  in  the  imr® 
diate  command  of  the  Regiment)  and  3aw  that  gallant  Offi- 
cer  fall  by  the  3hot  that  terminated  hi 3  life.   Turning 
to  hi 3  beloved  Commander  and  friend,  with  a  word  of  3Viu- 
pathy,  Lieutenant  v/alker  received  his  fifth  wound,  (  over 
the  region  of  the  heart)  and  fell  to  the  ground.   The 
battle  aoon  after  turned  it 3  course  in  another  direction, 
and  some  of  the  3avage3  came  out  of  the  3  ampy  and  thick- 
ly wooded  field,  and  3calped  several  of  the  Federal  30I- 
diera.   Although  they  took  from  hi3  body  3uch  valuables 
a3  were  upon  it,  for  3ome  reason  his  scalp  waa  not  inclu- 
ded in  their  trophiea.   It  is  3upposed  that  they  were 
frightened  away  by  some  returning  soldiers  before  they 
had  time  to  scalp  their  supp03ed  dead  victim.    Several 
months  after,  Lieutenant  Wqlker' a   pocket  book  and  a  por- 
tion of  its  contents  were  recovered  from  a  captured  In- 
dian. 

In  speaking  of  the  battle  of  Okechobee,  the  Army  and 
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Navy  Chronicle"  of  Feb.  1st,  1838,  after  giving  a  li3t 
of  the  participants,  adds:  "  All  the 3^  Officers  showed 
the  greatest  gallantry  in  the  fight.   Andrews  waj  smxe 
severely  wounded,  and  '  alker  of  the  11th  was  literally 
shot  to  piece  3,  four  "balls  having  passed  through  him  and 
several  others  grazed  him.   He  ij  fast  recovering,  how- 
ever, and  is  as  manly  under  his  severe  -ounds  as  he  was 
"brave  in  receiving  them.   He  is  a  promising  Officer" 
Of  course  a  long  "  sick  leave  of  absence  followed 
his  severe  wounds  and  his  recovery  was  painfully  slow: 
in  fact,  ne  never  wholly  recovered  from  the  effects  of 
this  severe  shock  upon  his  system.   During  his  leave  of 
absence  and  while  he  wa3  still  losing  portions  of  bone 
from  one  of  his  wounds,  he  was  ordered  to  join  his  com- 
pany.  Peeling  that  this  order  was  unjust  to  him,  he 
resigned  his  commis3ion  October  31st,  1838,  and  commen- 
ced to  study  law.   But  he  -;as  not  to  remain  long  out 
of  the  service.    Hi 3  brother  Officers  solicited  him  to 
s°ek  restoration  to  his  former  position,  and  all  the  Of- 
ficers offered  to  waive  their  rank  who  had  been  promoted 
by  hi  3  resignation,  if  he  would  return.    XTnable  to  re- 
sist such  flattering  overtures  on  the  part  of  hi  3  comra& 
de3,  he  applied  to  the  President  to  be  restored,  and  on 
18th  of  Nov.  1840,  he  was  re-appointed  Firsts:  Lieutenant 
Sixth  Infantry(  his  former  rank)  to  date  from  Feb.  1st, 
1828,  at  which  time  he  had  resigned.   During  the  years 
1840-41-42,  Lieutenant  Walker  served  in  the  Florida  War, 
then  on  frontier  duty  at  Ft  Tow son  and  Fort  Gib 30 n,  In- 
dian Territory,  after  which  (  1844)  he  ^as  assigned  to 
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recruiting  service  for  nearly  to  year  3,  twing  to  the 
enfeeblement  of  hi a  health  by  exposure  of  frontier 
service.   While  on  duty  aa  a. recruiting  Officer  Nov, 
7th,  1845,  Lieutenant  Walker  waa  promoted  to  a  Captain- 
cy in  hi 3  Regiment.   He  applied  to  the  Government  for  m 
an  immediate  transfer  to  active  3ervice  in  Lexico.   He  w 
wa3  -.Hoed  to  take  two  hundred  men  to  the  seat  of  war, 
and  left  with  them  in  Nov,  1845,  although  his  own  Regi- 
menr  was  still  on  duty  at  the  "'est. 

Captain  Walker  was  present  at  the  battle  of  Cerro 
Gordo,   Contreros,  Churubusco  and  kolino  del  Key,  the 
siege  of  "era  Cruz,  the  skirmish  of  Amazoque  and  the 
capture  of  San  Antonia.    In  the  battle  of  kolino  del 
Rey  Sept.  8th,  1847,  Capt.  Walker  wa3  shot  through  the 
body  by  a  large  escapelle  ball,   he  fell  near  the  walls 
of  the  Fortress,  where  he  could  be  3een    from  the  roofs 
of  the  buildings,  on  which   i.iany  of  the  enemy  were 
stationed.   At  every  movement  of  his  suffering  body 
these  Mexicans  would  fire  upon  him.   On  being  r^iaov^d 
from  the  field,  at  the  close  of  the  conflict,  it  was 
found  that  he  was  terribly  wounded  and  n  hope  was  entei>» 
tained  for  hi 3  recovery.   For  months  he  lay  in  Lexico,  t 
the  victim  of  the  most  jevere  suffering  from  hi 3  wounds. 
He  waj  made  Brevet  L.ajor  Aug,  20th  1847  for  gallan- 
try and  meritorious  conduct  in  battles  of  Contreras  and 
Churubusco,  and  Brevet-Lieutenant  Colonel  Sept.  8th,  ±%M 
18'  7  for  gallant  and  meritorious  conduct  in  battle  of 
1  olino  del  Rey,  in  which  battle  he  wa 3  severely  vounded. 
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On  accoun      of  wound j  he     as   able   only   to  perfsrm   re- 
cruiting   jervice   in   1849-50-51-52,        December  2nd,    1852 

a j  appelated  Deputy  Governor  of  East  Pascagsula  Branch 
1  ilitary  Asylum,    in  Mississippi,   where  he   remained  until 
June   24th,    1354,        From  1854    to   1856  he  was   commandant   of 
of  Cadets  and  "    Instructor  of  Military  Tactics"    at   the 
7  est  Foint  Military  Academy, 

In  1860  Kajer  Walker  resigned  hia   commission  and  when 
Georgia   seceded   from  the  Union,    Gen.   1  alker  promptly 
offered  his    services   to    the  Governor  and  was   appointed 
Commander  of   the  first   two     Regiments,    organized   for^tafe 
State    service,  V71aen   the  Confederate   government  h-d 

been   duly   established     at   1  ontgomery  Alabama  commissi 

of  Colonel  was   offered  him  but  he   declined  agidaccepted  fla 
the  position   of  iajor  General   of  Militia  of  Georgia,    ten- 
dered him  by  Governor  Brown.        A   Cemmission   of  Brigadier 
General   in  Confederate  Army  was   tendered  him  and   he  was 
ajsigned   to    duty   at  Pensacol-   Florida,   was   later  trans- 
ferred to  Tfirginia,    and   in  1863  he  was  assigned  to   duty 
with  General  Joseph  E.    Johnston   in  l\orth,x&±ss±iqp±  Missfc 
sippi—   and   for  gallantry,    was  promoted  to   rank  of  Majs* 
General,        And  after  fall   of  Vicksburg  he  -oas  join 
General  Bragg  and   the  Army   of   Tennessee,    and   fought  with 
that    command  until  he  was  killed  at    the  battle   of  At- 
lanta,   July   22nd,    1864. 

His  body  was   taken   in   charge  by  Lieutenant   Colonel 
Matthew  Henry    Talbot      ,   Aide   de  Camp   to  General  ""alker, 

and  olf  George  Talbot    the   faithful  black   body-guard,    and 
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carried  te  the  "Trout.  House11  and  prepared  for  burial. 
Later  Colonel  Talbet  accempanied  it  t©  Augusta 
this  gallant  General  interred  at  the  old  Arsenal.

General  Wm,  H.T,  Walker  married  Mary  Townsend,  of 
Albany,  New  York,  in  1846 — who  deveted  her  life  to  him 
and  died  a  few  year3    later,  Tec  27th,  1868,  in  Alba- 
ny N.Y,    But  in  the  old  Walker  burial  ground,  on  the 
Sand  Hills  near  Augusta,  Georgia,  side  by  side  their 
bodies  rest".

Matthew  Henry  Talbot,  son  of  James  Creswell  and  Sarah 
Ann  (  Phillips)  Talbot,  was  born   t  the  ©Id  Talbot 
homestead  in  "ilkea  County,  Geergia. ,  April  Srd,  1836— 
married  in  Eatonton  Georgia,  Feb.  4th,  1864,  Lary  Eliza- 
bet  Reid,  daughter  of  Colonel  Alexander  Sidney  and  Maria 
Louisa  (  Jourdan)  Reid.     atthew  Henry  Talbot  died  in 
".  ilkes  County,  Georgia  Sept.  27th,  1876,  and  was  buried 
in  the  family  inclosure  at  old  Smyrna  Church  in  Wilkes 
County,  where  all  the  Talbot  family  have  been  interred 
for  over  a  hundred  years.   This  old  Church  was  built  by 
John  Talbot,  soon  after  the  Revolutionary  War. 

attlaew  Henry  Talbot  graduated  at  Emery  University 
with  the  degree  of  A.B.  Oxford  Georgia  1856,   He  stud- 
ied Law  in  the  office  of  Judge  Francis  Cone  of  Greensbo» 
Georgia,,  ?.nd  was  admitted  to  the  bar.   He  opened  a  la 
office  in  Augusta,  Ceorgia. , xsuubcxauixx  just  before  the 
Civil  War.   At  the  outbreak  of  hostilities  he  enlisted 
in  the  "Toombs  Guards",  a  company  organized  and  equipp- 
ed  ty  Captain  Carlton  Belt,  of  Millen,  Georgia. 
Matthew  Henry  Talbot  was  made  1st  Lieutenant  of  this 
company  and  after  the  death  of  Capt.  Belt,  Lieutenant 
Talbot  was  made  Captain  of  bhe  Company  in  1862.   He 
was  transferred  to  the  Staff  of  General  Wa.  H.T.Walkerin 
1863,  and  after  the  death  of  Gen.  Walker  at  the  battle 
of  Atlanta,  Captain  Talbot  was  ordered,  by  Governor 
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Brown,  to  organize  a  Regiment  which  waa  Known   aa 
"Talbot' a  Scouts",  1864.   Captain  Talbot  waa  made  Colo- 
nel of  this  Regiment  and  jerved  with  this  command  un- 
til the  surrender. 

The  n    Toombs  Guard  j",  a  company  in  9th  Georgia  Regi- 
ment, waa  one  of  the  original  Regiment  organizations, 
Thij  Regiment  waa  immediately  ordered  to  Trirginia  and  was 
waa  made  a  part  of  the  Command  of  ~eneral  Joaeph  Johns- 
ton, then  at  Harp era  Ferry,  and  afterward 3  at  Tinchea- 
ter,  from  which  place  the  entire  command  waa  ordered  to 
re-inforce  General  Beauregard  at  1  ana3sas,  after  a  tir- 
ing and  exhauating  march,  re- crossing  the  Blue  Ridge  the- 
they  reached  ,  anajaaa  and  actively  engaged  in  the  first 
moot  memorable  battle  of  the  War.   After  thia  the  9th 
Regiment  with  the  reat  of  the  Army  of  Gen.  Beauregard, 
which  wa3  then  under  command  of  Gen.    Joaeph  John at on, 
waa  ordered  to  Richmond  to  meet  the  advance  of  Gen.  Mc- 
Clelland by  the  Feninaular,  on  Richmond. 

Capt.  Belt  died  early  in  the  yjsa  war,  Colonel  Tal- 
bot wa.3  at  that  time  in  command  of  hi  a  compa.ny  and  was 
engaged  in  all  the  bloody  battlea  aucceeding  that  cam- 
paign, and  eacaped  with  a  very  jlight  ^'ound.   His  com- 
pany waa  in  the  battle  of  Gettysburg  (  considered  the 
greatest  of  the  War),  and  auffered  jo  terribly  in  the 
battle,  the  few  -  ho  were  left  were  merged  into  other 
companiea  of  the  Regiment. 

Colonel  Talbot  was  Aide  de  Camp  to  General  Wm.  H.T. 
*:'alker,  and  he  remained  with  the  Army  of  Tennesjce  - 
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during  the  entire  campaign,  from  Dalten  to  Atlanta,  atb 
which  place  General  Talker  was  killed,  July  22nd,  1864. 
Colonel  Talbot,  with  the  aid  of  Mr.  Collier  and  old 
George,  his  "body-guard,  carried  General  Walker1*  re- 
mains to  the  old  "  Trout  Houje"  and  prepared  it  for 
"burial,  and  ^rom  there  Colonel  Talbet  accompanied  the 
renins  to  Augusta., where  the   General  was  buried  with 
full  military  honors. 

Colonel  Talbot  with  hid  new  Regiment  *    Talbot 3  Scout 3" 
wa3  in  front  of  Sherman  in  hi  3  march  through  Georgia, 
frequently  engaging  hi3  forced  until  the  evacuation  of 
Savannah,  after  which  time  they  resumed  their  position 
in  ^ront  of  the  enemy,  and  opposed  hi3  march  through 
South  Carolina,    In  the  Spring  of  1865",  Colonel  Tal- 
bot, with  hi j  command,  were  ordered  to  I.illedgeville,  ard 
and  remained  there  until  General  T,il3on  started  on  hi  3 
famous  raid  through  Georgia.    Colonel  Talbot  was  or- 
dered to  3  aeon  to  join  forces  of  General  Howell  Cobb, 
who  wa 3  in  command  there  when  the  city  surrendered  to 
General  Wilsen,    Colonel  Talbot,  not  willing  to  sur- 
render, made  his  escape  with  hi 3  command,  and  by  a 
circuitous  route,  made  his  way  back  to  ',  illedgeville 
and  reported  to  Governor  Brown.   The  War  cl0  3ing  af- 
ter, Colonel  Talbot,  with  his  command  were  disbanded 
from  that  place.

Octavie  7  alton  LeVert,  M  The  Magntlia  of  The  Sou  h" , 
born  in  1810  at  "  Be3  1evueM  near  Augusta,  was  the  daugh- 
ter of  George  Walten,  and  Sarah  1,  inge  (  "  alker(  Walten, 
and  the  grand-daughter  of  George  Walton  whe  was  Governor 
of  Georgia  Jan.  1779-1760— Jan,  7th,  1789-  1790—  Appoir* 
ed  to  the  United  States  Senate  to  fill  the  vacancy  caused 
"by  the  resignation  of  James  Jackson,  and  took  hij  seat  Ds 
Dec,  18,  179 5--  He  was  one  ©f  the  Signers  of  the  Decla- 
ration of  £juk  Independence,  from  Georgia.  Was  a  Colo- 
nel in  he  Revolutionary  Tar  and  was  wounded  and  taken 
prisoner;  was  Chief  Justice  and  was  also  a  Trustee 
of  the  University  of  Georgia,  at  the  time  of  hij  death, 
which  took  place  a  his  county  Seat  "Leado  Garden",  near 
Augusta,  Georgia.,  in  1804.   He  married  Dorothy  Camber, 

a  daughter  of  an  English  Nobleman She  died  at  Pensacola 

Florida.,  Sept.  1852,  at  the  home  of  her  .ion  George  Wal- 
ton,  who  held  the  Office  of  Secretary  of  States  under 
General  Jackson,  when  the  latter  was  Governor  of  the 
Territory  of  ""est  Florida.

Octavia  Walton  LeVert,  was  one  of  the  mtst  remarkable 
?,'Omen  Georgia  ever  produced,  though  hers  was  rather  the 
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triumph  of  Culture  than  deeds  done.   Despite  the  fact 
jshat  h^r  education  wa3  chiefly  through  her  mother  and 
grand-mo  therms  instruction,  she  spoke  mo jt  of  the  langu% 
gCo  of  modern  Europe;  and  in  h*>r  travel  3  abroad,  came 
to  know  many  distinguished  Europeans,  of  ■  horn  were  the 
Browning3,  Napoleon  III,  and  the  Empress  Eugenie,  the 
Countess  de  Lontijo,  the  Count  and  Counte33  of  Alb?,,, 
Pope  Pius  IX,  with  whom  1  adame  LeVert  amd  her  party  had 
private  audience,  besides  Powers,  Buchanan,  Read,  Craw- 
ford, Ives,  Gibson,  and  many  others, 

"  The  Queen  sent  to  i-adame  LeVert  by  Royal  messenger  a 
card  to  a  State  ball  without  the  formality  of  a  previous 
presentation.   And  on  a  visit  to  Lamratine,  he  3aid  to 
her:  "  You  have  it  in  your  power  to  fill  with  pleasure 
the  hearts  of  your  nation.   Promise  me  to  write  a  few 
Souvenirs  of  European  travel".    Such  was  the  inspiration 
which  prompted  Ladame  LeT'ert  to  writ€  her  "  Souvenirs 
of  Travel",  which  is  made  up  entirely  of  the  letters  of 
these  two  journeys. 

While  Colonel  George  '  alton,  the  father  of  Octavia 
was  resident  in  Pen 3acola, where  he  ^as   Territorial 
Secretary  and  acting  Governor  under  General  Jack3on, 
Octavia  gained  the  friendship  of  the  old  Seminole  Chief, 
who  called  her  "  The  "rhite  Love  of  Peace",  and  who  was 
delighted  when  she  named  the  new  Capital  "  Tallehassee" 
which  mean j  in  Seminole  M  Beautiful  Land". 

In  183.3,  at  the  age  of  twenty-three,  Octavia 
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V'alton  me.de  a  tour  of  the  United  States,  where  in  City 
and  v.Tatering-place  zYie   well  earned  the  title  everywhere 
accorded  her  of  "  Belle  of  The  Union" .    In  1835  Col. 
George  Walton,  moved  to  Loblie  Alabama,  and  Octavia 
while  nursing  the  sick  in  the  poor  quarter  of  the  city, 
met  Lr.  Henry  S.  LeVert,  a  handsome  young  Surgeon  of  dis- 
tinguished "birth,  to  whim  3"ae   married  in  1836,  and  from 
this  union  sprang  four  children:  Qctavia— -Annette-  and t 
two  infants  v/ho  died.   Annette  married  Regyl  Reab,  of 
Augusta,  Georgia. 

In  1853  Madame  LeVert  visited  England  again,  where 
distinguished  friends  at  Court  secured  her  entree  to  the 
most  exclusive  circles. 

One  of  the  originators  of  the  plan  of  the  American 
women  to  preserve  I  ount  Vernon  to  the  nation,  Madame 
LeVert  was  for  years  Vice-Regent  for  Alabama  of  the 
Mount  Vernon  Association. 

Madama  LeVert  possessed  the  capacity  of  attaching 
to  her  many  close  personal  friends  and  besides  many  les- 
ser lights,  the  most  distinguished  of  these  friends  were 
Washington  Irving--  Millard  Fillmore — Edwin  Booth — 
Henry  W.  Longfellow—  Henry  Clay—  H.P.Willia—  Jef- 
ferson Davis--  General  "Beauregard — Robert  Toombs- 
Alexander  Stephens — Edward  Everette —  John  C.  Calhoun, 
and  Laniel  Webster. 

Adam  Badeau  said  of  her  "  In  conversation  she  never 
lags,  nor  ever  utters  a  commonplace" •   No  human  being 
ha3  ever  been  pained  by  an  unkind  word  or  an  ungenerous 
act  of  hers". 
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Henry   Clay,   who   loved  her  dearly,    said:    "    She  h.^3  a 
tongue   that   never   3poke  an   evil  word  of  anyone". 

In  1874  Madame  LeVert   appeared   f©r  a    time   as  a   public 
reader,    tmx,   her  life  was   drawing   to   its   close,    and   the 
spirit   ©f   thia   remarkable  woman  winged  its   flight   in  1877 
at  beautiful   M   Bellevue"  where   it  had  begun.      She  was 
then    jixty- seven  years   ©Id.        Dr.   LeVert   died  in  1864.

A  REAL  LAUGHTER  OE  1812. 


M   One  of  tne  most  unique  and  interesting  persona  in 
Atlanta  today  is  Mrs.  Elizabeth  Talbot  Belt,  of  I.illen 
Ga. ,  J:he  gue3t  of  Mr  and  Mrs  IT. O.Robertson,  ©f  172  Capi- 
tol Avenue. 

Mrs.  Belt  comes  of  distinguished  ancestry.   She  is  a 
real  daughter  of  1812,  he  father,  Col.  William  J  one s,  hw 
having  jerved  with  distinction  in  the  TT?ar  of  1812.  His 
great  grand- father  was  the  3ucce33or  of  Patrick  Henry  as 
Colonel  of  the  Hanover  Militia,  the  first  regiment  mus- 
tered into  service  in  Hanover  County,  Virginia.,  in  the 
Revolutionary  War  with  "England. 

Mr*,   Belt's  mother  was  related  witjx  the  Balls  and 
Conway 3,  who  gave  two  Presidents  to  the  United  States, 
also  to  the  Garlingtons  and  Creswells.   Her  mothers' 3 
father  was  Colonel  Thomas  A.  Talbot,  who  could  trace  his 
lineage  in  an  unbroken  line  twelve  hundred  years.   His 
father,  John  Talbot,  was  one  of  the  thirteen  men  who  sig- 
ned the  first  Declaration  of  Independence  at  Williams- 
burg, Virginia,  where  a  shaft  ha 3  been  erected  to  tholr 
mei  ery. 

Having  a  large  grant  of  land  in  Wilkos  County,  wfcxxe 
Georgia,  after  the  war  was  over  he  moved  to  Wilkes  County, 
where  he  lived  a  wealthy  and  influential  citizen.  Era 
Belt's  husband,  Dr.  Carlton  Bolt,  organized  the  color 
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company  of  the  9th  Georgia  Regiment  C.S.A.   He  and  hi 3 
wife,  true  to  their  patriotic  traditions  spent  $3,000 
in  fitting  this  company  with  everything  for  active  ser- 
vice except  guns.   He  went  to  the  field  with  them  a3 
their  Captain,  1  ay  21st,  1861,   He  was  wounded  at  Dam 
No.  1,  Yorkto-n,  April  25th,  1862,  and  died  of  his  woun<fe 
at  Richmond  Virginia.,  Hay  14th, '1862. 

During  the  War  Mrs  Belt  was  active  in  enlisting  men 
and  with  helping  with  time  and  money  the  cause  for  which 
her  had  given  his  life,   From  cotton  grown  and  spun  at 
home  she  knitted  with  her  ©wn  hands  ninety  pairs  of  socle 
for  the  boys  in  gray. 

After  the  War  Lira  Belt  went  to  Wshington  D.C,  to 
educate  her  children.    She  was  well  known  as  the  Geor- 
gia woman  corre3pondent  ©f  The  S-vannah  Republican,  when 
Sneed  was  its  editor.   She  wrote  the  "  Woman's  Appeal 
for  Reconstruction",  to  John  A  Bingham,  Senator  from  Ohi) 
and  Chairing n  of  the  Reconstruction  committee.   He  re- 
fused to  pay  any  attention  to  the  latter  at  that  time 
but  after  it  was  brought  to  President  Grant's  attention 
and  filed  with  the  report  from  Georgia,  he,  later  ©n, 
wrote  her  a  letter,  saying  that  *   when  the  history  of  fit 
that  period  should  be  truthfully  written,  her  name  would 
come  jecond  to  none  in  patriotic  efforts  in  behalf  of 
her  native  state,  the  Empire  State  of  the  South",  The 
letter  in  as  follows:

It  gives  me  pleasure  to  recall  your  earnest  and 
continued  effort 3  to  restore  ;  our  native  State  of  Geor- 
gia "the  Empire  State  of  The  South" — to  her  equal  place 
in  -he  Union  ©f  States  and  the  empire  of  the  people. 

Whoever  writes  the  history  of  that  struggle  and  writes 
it  truthfully,  must  assign  you  a  place  with  the  friends 
of  restoration  second  to  that  of  no  other  person  who 
appeared  for  Georgia.   Such  fidelity  and  devotion  to  tie 
interest  of  a  great  people  should  neither  he  forgotten 
nor  refused  the  tribute  of  that  peoples  gratitude.  You 
surely  will  not  "be  denied  this  either  by  the  people  of 
Georgia  or  by  any  true  American  at  home  or  abroad.

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S0U3THING  ABOUT  THE  WHITNEY  INVENTION 
HOW  THE  INVENTOR  WAS  DEFRAUDED  OP  HIS  RIGHTS.

The  late  Judge  Garnett  Andrews  of  Washington,  Wilkes 

County  Georgia,  in  a  letter  written  to  the  Cultivator 
in  18  52  says: 

"  I  rode  a  few  days  3ince,  six  miles  below  this 
place,  to  3ee  icy  old  friend,  Mr.  Talbot  and  hi3  kitchen 
and  barn,  both  historical  reminiscences  of  Whitney1 3 
Great  invention,  the  cotton  gin.   Lr.  Talbot  is  83  yrs 
of  age  and  in  full  pojses:.ion  of  all  hi3  faculties,  and 
is  living  where  he  settled  in  1790  (  Sixty-two  years  ago) 
Whitney  the  inventor  of  the  cotton  gin,  lived  on  a  snail 
farm  of  eighty  acres  adjoining  lr.  Talbot '3  plantation  «i 
on  which  he  placed  one  of  his  gins,  the  first  that  was 
used  in  Wilkes  County,  perhaps  the  first  that  was  U3ed  3n 
in  the  State.   Whitney  and  his  partner  Durhee  erected  a 
gin  house  and  a  large  cotton  house,  the  latter  to  hold 
the  cotton  they  expected  to  receive  from  customers  to  gii 
gin.    The  gin  house  wa  3  grated  with  iron  bars  so  that 
visitors  might  look  through  and  see  the  cotton  flying 
from  the  gin  without  seeing  the  gin.   He  suffered  women 
to  go  into  the  gin  house  and  see  the  machinery,  not  app» 
hending  that  they  could,  betray  his  secret  to  builders. 
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A  man  by  the  name  of  Edward  Lyon,  who  lived  3ome  eight  cr 
or  ten  miles  above  fchis  place,  by  dressing  himself  in 
woman's  clothes  procured  admittance,  and  came  out  and 
made  hi  3  improvement  the  Saw  gin. 

Mr  Talbot  says  that  Billy  M.  Farren  (  Ferren)  ,  his 
blacksmith  made  the  saws,  the  first  that  were  ever  made, 
Durhee,  Whitney's  partner,  being  dissipated  and  inattp 
tentave  to  business,  "'hitney  sold  out  his  farm  to  Mr. 
Talbot,   The  gin  and  cotton  house,  Mr.  Talbot  had  moved 
t©  hi 3  lace,  the  former  13  now  KSBdhis  kitchen  and  still 
h$H  the  long  grated  windows  as  in  the  time  of  Whitney.  T 
The  iwi  cotton  house  makes  a  large  commodious  barn.  Mr 
Talbot  3ays  that  Allison  or  Ellison,  a  man  connected  in 
business  with  Whitney,  told  him  that  Whitney  got  hi 3  3f±2S 
first  idea  of  the  invention  from  a  machine  tfaaJfc  used  to 
prepare  rags  for  making  paper  and  which  he  saw  on  a  wrefe 
ed  vessel.    It  may  be  interesting  to  say  that  during  tte 
War  of  1812  cotton  waj  haule3  from  this  County  (  Wilkes) 
yp  Baltimore  and  Philadelo  1.       agons  loaded  back  witi 
goods. 

I  cannot  close  this  communication,  says  Judge  Andres 
without  a  word  about  my  aged  and  highly  respected  friend 
in  his  character  of  planting.   Some  of  the  land  now  in 
cultivation  by  Mr.  Talbot,  was  old  when  three  fourths  of 
the  State  of  Georgia  was  in  the  hands  of  the  Indians. 
I  r.  Talbot,  by  payi    attention  to  improvement  has  not 
only  preserved,  out  has  improved  some  of  his  old  lands. 
Before  the  days  of  cotton,  tobacco  and  rice  were  planted 
on  this  land  by  Mr.  Talbot.   The  Walnut  and  other  3hade 
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trees,  planted  "by  hi 3  ©wn  hands,  have  the  appearance 
of  aged  trees.   His  slaves  (  all  inherited)  some  as 
old,  if  not  older  than  himself,  with  three  generations 
of  children  and  grand-children,  and  I  dont  know  how  far 
into  the  great,  great  grand-children,  gave  to  the  white 
haired  citizen  the  appearance  of  a  Patriarch  at  the  head 
®f  his  tribe. 

The  old  Mansion  house  is  now  still  and  gloomy,  for 
Lr,  Talbot  has  outlived  nearly  all  of  his  family.  Prom 
the  front  portice  you  can  see  old  Smyrna  Church  and  the 
graveyard  where  30  many  of  the  race  lie  buries.   The 
land  owned  by  Mr,  Talbot  was  granted  in  17  52  by  King 
George  the  Third  to  Mr.  Talbot's  father,  John  Talbot, 
of  Virginia,  who  was  for  many  Sessions  a  membor  of  the 
Houje  of  3urge3  3es,   Soon  aft«r  receiving  the  grant 
©f  land  he  sent  from  hi 3  plantations  in  Virginia*  a 
number  of  slaves  to  jettle  on  hi  3  land.   The  family 
moved  to  Georgia  from  Virginia  in  1783,   John  Talbot, 
on  hi3  -arrival  was  ient  to  represent  Wilkes  County,  at 
Savannah,  which  was  then  the  Capital  of  Georgia.   He 
died  in  the  month  of  August  1795,  at  an  advanced  age. 
In  Home's  history  of  the  Presbyterian  Church  he  tell3 
of  the  funeral  of  John  Talbot,  Esq, 
He  left  two  sons,  Thomas  and  Matthew,   The  records  of 
Wilkes  County  and  the  State  ©f  Georgia  tell  h©w  well 
and  faithfully  they  served  the  State  of  Georgia,   Among 
his  great  grand- children  were  the  late  Gen,  Wm«  H.T,

A  Biographical  Sketch,   Written  lay  request  ©f 
Samuel  Reid  Chapter  ©f  The  Daughters  of  the 
American  Revolution.

Captain  Samuel  Reid,  a  Patriot  and  soldier  of  the  Ameri- 
can Revolution,  of  -whom,  it  13  estimated,  more  than  a  thou- 
sand descendants  are  now  living  in  the  different  States,  was 
iorn  in  Ireland,  in  1728,  of  Seotch-Irish  parents,  his  father 
toeinr:  Alexander  and  his  mother  Margaret  (  nee  MtCay)  Reid. 

The  Reid' 3  were  asieng  that  Clan  of  original  Scotch  Presby- 
terians whom  James  I,  induced  to  migrate  from  their  native 
hills  alD©ut  the  year  1611,  and  occupy  the  vast  domains  in 
northern  Ireland  that  had  escheated  to  the  Crown  after  the 
suppression  of  the  Irish  rebellion  the  latter  part  of  the 
Sixteenth  century.   This  rebellion  had  Toeen  instigated  "toy 
Phillip  II,  of  Spain,  whs  fsresaw  in  the  Catholics  of  Ireland 
allies  ley  whose  aid  he  could  redeem  the  defeat  of  the  Armada, 
and  "by  strategy  regain  the  English  throne  fr©m  Catholicism. 
The  reloel3  "being  finally  subdued,  many  of  their  leaders  were 
executed,  while  hundreds  of  them  were  driven  from  their  homea 
More  than  five  hundred  thousand  acres  of  land  in  Ulster  thus 
reverted  to  the  Crown  of  England.    It  was  these  fertile  lands 
that  James  I,  invited  the  Scotch  to  ;:o  over  and  occupy. 
The  Scotch  had  rendered  valuable  assistance  to  the  English 
in  driving  sack  the  Spaniards  from  their  coast  and  the  coast 
tf  Ireland  during  the  attempted  invasion  "by  the  Armada;  Fron- 
ting to  some  of  them  titles  to  these  vacant  Irish  lands  would 
in  a  measure,  reward  the  Scotch  for  their  timely  co-operation 
against  the  Spaniards.   It  was  from  these  liberty-loving 
Scotch  farmers  that  the  Seotch-Irish  emigrants  to  America  des- 
cended. 

It  is  interesting  to  note,  in  this  connection,  that  this 
dissemination  of  Scotch  Presbyterians  among  the  Irish  Catho- 
lics Isy  James,  though  ostensibly   political  movement  that 
would  tend  to  overcome  or  lessen  the  Catholic  influence  of 
the  natives,  was  in  effect  a  movement  that  also  tended  t® 
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AiTiie  the  Political  strength  of  the  Covenanters  in  Scot- 
land.   James  had  inherit «d  he  English  Crown  a  3  a  Seotcjn 
Protestant;  Taut  a 3  King  of  Scotland  he  hat  viewed  with  sus- 
picion the  growth  of  the  doctrine  of  Calvin  as  expounded  "by 
Knox  arid  Kelville.    "Theologically",  says  Green,  in  his 
History  of  the  English  People,   "his  (  James'  )  opinions  were 
as  Calvani3tic  as  those  of  Melville  himself;  "but  in  the  eccle- 
siastical fabric  od  Calvinism,  in  its  organization  of  the 
Church,  in  its  annual  assemblies,  in  it  3  public  discussion 
and  criticism  of  acts  of  government  through  the  pulpit,  he 
saw  an  organized  democracy  which  threatened  his  Crown. 
And  at  this  he  struck  a  3  "boldly  as  hi  3  forefathers  had  3truck 
at  the  power  of  feudalism".     "lence  he  exclaimed  "  A  Scotch 
Presbytery  as  well  fitteth  with  monarchy  as  God  and  the  Devil' 
The  notion  of  the  "Divine  rights  of  Kings",  he  and  his  succes- 
sors persisted  in  holding  and  although  given  a  death  blow  for 
a  time  ley  Cromwell,,  nevertheless,  the  struggle  "between  Protest 
anism  and  the  Papacy  continued  until  the  American  Colonies 
finally  revolted.    First  the  adherents  of  one  religious 
3ect  and  then  another  were  persecuted;  and  it  was  the  perse- 
cution of  the  Presbyterians  that  caused  the  great  migration  of 
of  the  Scotch-Irish  to  the  American  colonies,  which  "began  in 
1681,  when  William  Oenn  founded  the  colony  of  Penn 3y lvania 
and  continued  until  the  colonies  declared  their  independence^ 
when  there  "ere  a ^out  two  hundred  thousand  Scotch-Irish  on 
this  Continent. 

It  was  in  the  large  Scotch-Irish  clan  of  colonist  that 
landed  in  Philadelphia  about  1745  that  Alexander  Reid,  and 
several  brothers  came  together  with  their  families.   With 
Alexander  came  his  son  Samuel,  a  lad  in  his  t°en3,  early  im- 
bued with  the  Scottish  spirit  of  adventure,  and  entering  the 
New  World  while  the  French  and  Indian  war  wa  3  3 till  xxxxhxx 
waging.  Alexander  Reid  fir3t  settled  in  Lancaster  County, 
Pennsylvania  where  he  lived  a  few  year 3.   But  hearing  of  the 
fertile  land3  of  the  "border  district  of  North  Carolina,  whith- 
er other  Scotch-Iri3h  immigrants  had  gone,  he  moved  southward 
about  17 5D,   following  the  foot  of  the  31ue  Ridge  mountains 
until  he  reached  the  Yadkin  river.    Near  that  river  he  Ixasji 
"bought  a  plantation  upon  which  he  and  his  family  lived  for 
several  years  "before  the  Revolution.   He  died  in  1775,  sur- 
vived by  his  wife,  Margaret,  his  sons  Alexander  Jr,  Samuel, 
Andrew,  John,  and -George,  and  his  daughters  France s(  Krs  Hull) 
and  Hannah  (  Mrs  Knox). 

It  is  the  Samuel  of  this  family  that  is  the  subject  of 
our  sketch.    Early  Colonial  records  show  that  he  bought 
land3  in  North  Carolina  in  17  53,  in  -'hat  afterwards  became 
Rowan  County.    In  TB55,  he  was  married  to  Agnes  Kay,  a 
native  Iri3h  lassie,  who  was  a  worthy  woman  of  robust  health 
and  of  exalted  christian  character,  who  proved  herself  a  real 
helpmeet  and  devoted  companion  to  him  as  long  as  3he   sur- 
vived.   He  provided  a  block-house  home  for  hi 3  bride  on  hi3 
frontier  plantation  in  North  Carolina,  situated  on  Dubleman's 
Creek  which  is  a  tributary  of  the  Yadkin  River,  where,  in 
spite  of  frequent  Indian  depredations,  he  accumulated  consid-s? 
able  property  without  becoming  wealthy,  and  reared  a  large 
family.   He  had  received  a  good  classical  education  in 
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Ireland,  and  hi  3  Seettish  traits  of  energy,  courage*,  econo- 
my and  honesty  well  fitted  him  to  perform  successfully  the 
part  of  a  pioneer.   He  was  honored  Vy  the  Colonial  Gover- 
nor with  the  office  of  Captain  of  the  militia  of  his  district, 
which  position  made  him  ex-officio  tax-collector  and  also 
member  of  the  Colonial  Council.   Living  in  a  frontier  county 
the  militia  was  almost  continually  called  upon  to  repel  Indiai 
invaders.    As  a  man,  ho  wa3  sober,  industrious,  honorable 
and  upright,  and  merited  the  confidence  and  esteem  of  both 
the  Royal  Governor  and  his  fellew-sub jests.   But  "feeing  a 
Presbyterian,  he  3aw  that  certain  policies  of  "in,-;  George  XlE* 
meant  continued  oppression;  for  ameng  other  things,  Parlia- 
ment had  refused  to  consider  the  petition  signed  and  submittd 
by  the  North  Carolina  colonists  demanding  that  the  marriage 
ceremony  he  valid  when  performed  by  cle    .en  who  were  not  of 
the  Church  of  England.    The  levying  of  unjust  taxes  by  the 
King  might  "be  tolerated  if  it  onl;  meant  an  industrial  handi- 
cap.   But  there  were  matters  which  concerned  the  conscien- 
ces of  men  which  the  Scotchman  had  lon.~  looked  upon  as  matter* 
the  King  of  England  should  cease  to  control.    In  the  verbal 
controversies  that  followed  at  that  time,  Captain  Heid  does 
not  appear  to  have  taken  a  conspicuous  part;   but  -^aen   the  c^L 
call  for  soldiers  to  defend  the  right 3  of  the  colonists  came 
he  was  ameng  the  first  to  raise  a  company  in  behalf  of  liber&r 
The  American  eau3e.    Two  military  orders,  still  in  poaaESKasi 
possession  of  one  of  his  descendants,  are  here  copied,  shew- 
ing that  he  was  commander  of  a  company  in  North  Carolina  he- 
fore  Independence  was  formally  declared.

TO  Captain  Heid: 


Agreeable  to  order  of  Congress,  you  are  to  call 
your  company  together  as  soon  as  may  be,  and  divide  them 
into  five  divisions  which  are  to  be  in  the  fellewing  order, 
viz.:  the  fifth  and  last  to  consist  of  the  aged  and  infirm, 
the  other  four  to  he  nos,  1,2,3,  and  4  Divisions,  which  are 
to  dr^y  lots  whieh  are  to  ,30  out  in  service  when  called  upon.

Another  order  issued  a  few  months  later  reads  as  follows:

In  pursuenee  of  orders  from  Brigadier  General 
Rutherford,  you  are  directed  to  appear  on   the  21st  of  this 
instant  which  the  one-half  of  your  company  in  order  sto  march 
against  the  Indians,  as  it  is  certain  they  have  committed 
several  murders  within  our  bounds.

Captain  Reid' a  company  was  en    sd  during  the  first  years 
§f  the  war  in  defending  Nerth  Carolina  against  the  Indians 
and  Tories  that  were  so  numerous  and  treuelesoae  in  that  Colo- 
ny,  He  hdmsolf  had  "been  appointed  a  member  of  the  Cemmittee 
of  Safety,  a  Council  composed  of  intelligent,  conservative 
and  patriotic  men  whose  duty  it  was  to  perform  the  executiTe 

function 3  of  the  colony  after  the  removal  of  the  Royal  Gove> 
nor.    The  re3pon3i"ble  and  delicate  duty  of  detecting  and 
apprehending  3pie3  and  Torie3  also  devolved  upon  this  Co.^iit- 
tee.     It  was  in  1780  tint  bhe  British  "began  an  active  cam- 
paign to  subdue  the  Southern  Colonie3,  succeeding  for  a  time, 
a 3  the3e  colonie3  were  poorly  firtified  for  lack  of  funds  and 
military  su^-plses.    Captain  Reid'  3  eemmand  participated 
under  General  Greene  in  several  eng-    ?nts  with  the  British 
regulars  when  they  invaded  hi 3  colony. 

He  remained  in  North  C  rolina  after  the  Revolution  until 
1788,  when  he  decided  to  3ell  hi3  interest  in  that  Ste,te  and 
remove  to  Georgia.    That  was  the  year  Georgia  ratified  the 
Federal  Con3titution,  the  first  of  the  Southern  States  to 
take  that  action.    This  political  fact  had  much  influence  in 
in  causing  Captain  Reid1 3  migration,  as,  it  will  "be  recalled 
North  Carolina  did  not  formally  ratify  the  Con3titution  and 
become  one  od  the  States  of  bhe  Union  until  the  folio-Tin,;?;  year 
year,  several  months  after  Washington  had  ^^on   inaugurated 
President,    Cax>tain  Reid  had  unsheathed  hi 3  ^swo rd  for  the 
American  cause,  whieh  had  triumphed  not  hy  indevidual  "but  hy 
resistance  of  all  the  colonies.   He  there  -fore  ^ished  to  he 
an  original  American  citizen,  ready  to  co-operate  in  the  for- 
mation of  a  Union  of  the  States  under  a  government  that  would 
secure  the  citizen  in  his  indevidual  rights  as  well  as  pro- 
tect his  country  against  the  encroachments  of  a  foreign  foe. 
His  migration  to  Georgia  soon  after  this  State  had  ratified 
the  Constitution  is  evidence  sufficient  that  he  was  at  heart 
a  Democrat,  with  confidence  in  all  who  assisted  in  the  strug- 
gle against  political  and  religious  oppression,  and  willing 
to  cast  his  lot  with  those  who  Relieved  in  the  wisdom  of  the 
"Kajority  Rule",    In  the  year  above  mentioned,  1738,  he 
purchased  from  Steven  and  William  Si shop  seven  hundred  acres 
of  land  on  Shoulder  3one  Creek  in  what  was  then  Green,  and 
is  now  Ha,ncock  County,  Georgia,    To  this  plantation  he  re- 
moved his  family.   All  of  his  children  except  his  3011  James 
and  his  daughter  Mrs.  Mary  Hall  came  with  him.   His  family 
then  consisted  of  his  wife,  five  sons,  namely,  James,  Samuel^ 
Jr,   Alexander,  John  and  Andrew,  and  four  daughters,  Mary 
(Mrs  Hall),  Margaret  (  Mrs  Bailey),  Sarah,  JgsssAfnes  and 
Nancy.     »st  of  his  children  were  married  then  and  owned 
their  homes. 

Captain  Reid1  s  "brothers  also  moved  to  Georgia  with  him, 
--here  they  died;  Andrew  dying  in  1791  in  Green  County, 
Geo  r~ia,;  George,  in  1799  in  Green  County;    John,  in  1806 
in  Hancock  County;  and  Alexander,  in  1814  in  Green  County. 
Hi3  wife  died  about  1794. 
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Soon  after  the  death  of  hi  3  wife,  he  sold  his  plantation  to 
hi  3  tw*  Btns  Alexander  and  Samuel  Jr,  with  •  he  made  hi 3 

home  the  latter  years  of  hi 3  life,   These  two  3ens  had  in- 
herited a  predilection  for  frontier  life.  AncLx  30,     in  1302 
after  the  State  had  acquired  title 3  to  the  territory  between 
the  Oconee  and  Ocmulgee  rivers  by  treaty  with  the  Indians, 
they  "both  moved  their  families  aero  33  the  Oconee.    Captain 
Samuel  Reid  was  then  living  with  hi 3  3 ®n  Alexander,  whe  had 
secured  titles  to  a  lar.^e  tract  of  this  unoccupied  land. 
This  plantation  was  lying  in  the  northern  portion  of  -"hat  was 
organized  that  year  a3  Baldwin  County,    It  "became  a  part  of 
Putnam  Count.;  in  1807,  when  this  county  was  created  out  of 
the  northern  half  of  Baldwin,    To  this  productive  pioneer 
fa.rrn  he  had  come  with  hi  3  thrifty  son  to  3pend  hi  3  waning  win- 
ters.    He  had  led  an  active,  honorable  and  useful  life; 
had  enjoyed  the  affection  of  a  lar~e  family,  and  the  confi- 
dence and  esteem  of  all  with  whom  he  had  had  either  military 
®r  civil  relations.     He  lived  to  see  Eatonton  laid  out  as 
the  county  seat  of  Putnam  County,  "but  died  in  1810  at  his  son 
Alexanders  home  in  the  eighty- second  year  of  his  age,   Alsoit 
four  and  a  half  miles  northwest  of  Eatonton,  on  thi3  original 
nal  Re id  plantation,  in  a  sequestered  spot  3haded  hy  a  clus- 
ter of  oaks  and  pines,  on  the  "brow  of  a  hillock  ahout  those 
foot  the  waters  of  the  old  creek  in  whieh  he  often  angledxsxiL 
still  rfepple,  the  ashe3  of  this  pioneer,  this  patriot,  thi* 
soldier  still  repose.
